The compensation they were to receive 
was only sea and inland postage. “Under this 
restriction, the service’ between New-York 
and Havre has been kept up for a-year. The 
regulations were similar to those which are 
imposed by the receat act.. The result of the 
system has been an average reduction of 
$5,000 in the receipts. per. round trip,;. the 
average return to the Company. haying been 
$7,500 per trip, instead of $12,500. . The Com- 
pany’s steamers making, together, thirteen 
reund trips per annum, the aggregate reduc 
tion in their income from mail service, is 
therefore rated at’ $65,000.
